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TM asks Street Improvement study 


Town Manager Dick Henneber- 
ger, Tuesday night, asked the Wil- 
mington Planning Board to make 
a study of possible methods of im- 
proving the surface of unaccepted 
streets in Wilmington, other than 
the Betterment Plan, so-called, 

Th a short visit to the board he 
told the members that, rather 
than usurp their authority, he 
would rather give them an oppor- 
tunity to review the subject which 
he understood to be a bone of 
contention in the past, 

It was his feeling that sub-divi- 
sion regulations are absolutely 
essential, and must provide for 
first class paving, curbs, gutters 
and sidewalks, 

On the other extreme, he said, 
there were many streets in town 
which appear to consist of nothing 
more than long driveways, with 
no noticeable improvement, He 
felt that somewhere in the middle 
of these extremes there must be 
a solution to the many miles of 
roadway in Wilmington, He pointed 
out that at a recent public hearing 
the residents of Oak Court found 
that it would cost them $1,500 to 
$2,800 per home, to improve their 
Street, and that these people had 
already paid $17,000 apiece for 
their homes, 

I believe, he told the Planning 
Board, that some criteria could 
be established for upgrading many 
of the streets in this town at a 
price that the abuttor couldafford, 
with a surface acceptable to the 
Town, and perhaps with a quality 
and a cost somewhat less than the 
present requirements, 

It might be necessary, he said, 
to rule that a certain number of 
dwellings, or a certain length of 
roadway would be required and a 
certain type of pavement, There 
was, too, the possibility of neigh- 
borhood associations improving 
their own street at a cost and 
quality considerably less than the 
present specification, 

His snow plowing report to the 
Selectmen, he said, indicated that 
the maintenance of unaccepted 
streets is extremely costly to the 
town and persons living on them 
are taxpayers the same as those 
who live in new subdivisjons, even 
though their proportionate share 
of the taxes may not be sufficient 
to pay for the services requested 
by them, 

Henneberger also asked if the 
Planning Board could submit ideas 
on the ‘abandoning’ of ‘paper’ 
streets, so as to force re-sub- 
division to modern standards, 


Apartment House Zoning 

The Town Manager accepted a 
letter which the Planning Board 
had just signed, relative to their 
thoughts on Apartment House Zon- 
ing. 

The letter pointed out that inthe 
study by Sam Snow, Planner, in 
May 1964, no particular need was 
found at that time for such a zon- 
ing, and that the Planning Board 
knows of no such need today, It 
is cognizant, the letter sald, of 
the interest of several citizens 
in living in apartments if they 
were available, and also of the 
interest of a number of property 
owners in haying land for apart- 

» ment housing, on a speculative 
basis, 

Mr, Eliot, Planner, who is short- 
ly to begin a study for the town, 
will be asked to look into the a- 
partment house matter after he 
completes his lon-range planning 
program, the letter said, 

In a second part of the letter 
the board expressed its opinion 
that any concentrations for resi- 
dential use in the form of hotels 
and apartment house developments, 
such as, for instance, one which 
was proposed with a’ density of 18 
units per acre, creates a sewer- 
age problem when not connected 
with a municipal sewer, 

The board said that it was not 
aware that anyone will guarantee 
the working of a septic tank and 
disposal field for a number of 
years to service these operations 
involving disposals, automatic dish 
and laundry washers, and other 
such installations, In Lexington, 
the letter said, developments of 
this nature are required to con- 
nect to municipal sewers, and no 
building permits are issued until 
they do, 


Zoning Map 

The board spent a considerable 
length of time with Planner Sam 
Snow, studying a map he has pre- 
pared, to show the zoning by-law, 
with better delineations than the 
previous one, but with a minimum 
of changes, A further discussion 
of the map will be held, before it 
appears before a public hearing 
on February 23rd,

Three town power study? 


Representatives from Lynnfield 
Center and North Reading joined. 
with the Wilmington Selectmen, 
Monday night in a decision to form 
an association for the purpose of 
negotiating with the Reading Muni- 
cipal Light Company for lower 
rates for the three communities, 

Malcolm McRae and Don Roberts 
of the North Reading Board of 
Selectmen and Ralph Dwight, Bob 
Perkins and Harold Wendt, Lynn- 
field Center Selectmen, strongly 
favored the Wilmington Board’s 
Suggestion that they join together 
to exercise their right to nego- 
tiate with Reading Light. The for- 
mation -of an association among 
the three toWns will have a two- 
pronged purpose, as stated by Bob 
Perkins of Lynnfield Center: (1) 
the immediate objective of negotia~ 
ting with Reading Light for lower 
rates; and (2) the long range study 
of the feasibility of a regional 
municipal power company. 

Irwin Hanke, Chairman of the 
Wilmington Power Study Commit- 
tee, opened the discussion with a 
background report of Wilmington’s 
investigation of the community 
power problem, vis-a-vis, Read- 
ing Light. Discussion revealed that 
both North Reading and Lynnfield 
Center had considered the power 
Situation a problem area, and had 
conducted their own studies of the

that Reading Light’s practice of 
supplying power to Reading- at 
cost and to the other three com~- 
munities for profit was highly 
unsatisfactory. 

Hanke reviewed for the others 
his recent meeting with Reading 
Light officials, whom he described 
as ‘polite but evasive’. Hanke said 
that the recommendation of the 
Wilmington Power Study Commit- 
tee had been to wait and see if 
the Reading Light Company planned 
to lower rates as they had indicated, 
Reading Light officials had said 
earlier that the combined facts 
that they were nearing the maxi- 
mum profit rate of 8% and were 
negotiating with their supplier, 
Boston Edison, for reduced rates, 
would produce a rate reduction in 
the area in the near future, 

Hanke pointed out that the dis- 
advantage in setting up our own 
power company lay in the fact 
that we would have to buy up 
Reading Light’s equipment at a 
‘reasonable’ rate set by the DPU, 
Past cases show that a ‘reasonable’ 
rate can run up to four times as 
much as the original cost of the 
equipment, Hanke reported. 

Don Roberts of North Reading 
said that not only the rates charg- 
ed by Reading Light, but the ser- 
vice itself, was subject to criti- 
cism, He contended that inadequate 
transformers result in surges of 


too much power during low use 
periods and an inadequate supply 
during peak periods of use, 

Selectmen Niles and Bender {n- 
dicated that one of Wilmington’s 
main problems Is inadequate street 
lighting, They said that Wilming- 
ton wanted to get street Ughting 
at the same rate charged for 
Reading. 

All agreed, following sugges. 
tions by Niles and Bender, that 
representatives of the three towns 
should meet again to prepare for 
negotiations with Reading Light, 
Harry Wendt of Lynnfield invited 
the Wilmington and North Reading 
representatives to join them in 
Lynnfield Center for the next meet- 
ing. The meeting was set for Tues- 
day, March 22, at 7:30 pm at the 
Lynnfield Town Hall, 

In other business, the Selectmen 
Signed the copies of the warrant, 
approved the installation of a sin- 
gle telephone pole of Shawsheen 
Avenue, signed the license for the 
Friendly Ice Cream Shop, and 
granted abatement to Gordon Rich- 
berg of 60 North Street. 

At 9;25 pm, the Board went into

Mrs. Frank Roman is dead. 
The office of the Superintendent 
of the Wilmington Public Schools 
is located in the ‘Roman House’, 
The iady who was mistress of 
this house for over 20 years died 
on January 21st, in a Cambridge 
hospital, She was 90 years old, 

Her husband, Frank, was a whole- 
sale produce dealer in Boston, 
who had contracts for supplying 
the Navy Yard, and the Charles- 
town State prison, He was a pros- 
perous man, 

He bought the home in which the 
family lived for over 20 years, 
sometime after the death of 
Charles Hudson, the original own- 
er, making the purchase sometime 
about 1908, 

Frank laid out rows of apple 
trees, where the High School now 
stands, and in back, where the 
football anc baseball fields are to- 
day he had produce gardens, The 
hills of corn were exactly planted, 
in geometrical rows, so that from 
any viewpoint the Roman corn- 
fields were a picture of mathema- 
tical beauty. 

In his barn, now the shop for 


school maintenance men, Frank 
Roman would often entertain 
friends, State officials, admirals 


in the US Navy, and many other 
high ranking friends were to be 
Seen there - and fora good reason, 

Frank always served a glass of 
wine, before conducting a little 
business - and he had what seems 
to be a unique way of serving that 
wine. 

His wine was always served in 
clay flower-pots, with the drain 


dead. 


hole in the bottom stoppered by a 
Piece of cork-stopper, He claimed 
the wine tasted best when served 
in unglazed clay. 

th 1919 Frank-had a pool ‘con- 
structed, in the back of the proper- 
ty, for gold fish, It was a nice 
place, in a shady part of the farm, 
He spent quite a bit of money for 
that pool, His home was a show 
place, for the Town of Wilmington, 

It was about the same time that 
he offered to rebuild the common, 
put in a water fountain, and shrubs 
and trees, and make it into a park 
for the town. He would pay all the 
bills - and there was but one stip- 
ulation - no baseball, Frank didn’t 
like baseball, at least in front of 
his home, 

The High School at that time 
was what is the Swain School to- 
day. The only place the boys had 
to play baseball was on the Com- 
mon, and the Town Meeting turned 
down Frank’s suggestion, 

He was very disappointed, 

Mr. Roman died in 1938, andhis 
widow and son moved from Wil- 
mington, For years the house was 
empty, until the town decided to 
build a high school onthe property, 
The land was acquired in the town 
after World War Il, 

The apple trees were’ cut down, 
the corn fields, already :in weeds, 
were converted into playground 
areas, The old pool, now a mud 
hole stood in back for years, and 
just this past winter was filled in, 

And now Mrs, Roman is dead, 
She was buried, in Wildwood Ceme 
tery, on January 26th, beside her 
husband, and her son John, who 
died a few months ago,

CNB Reports Record Figures 


At the Annual Meeting of share- 
holders of the Middlesex 
National Bank, held February 8th 
at the main office in Everett, Jo-
